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Cuba is willing to release an 
alleged CIA agent in exchange 
for a woman who has been in 
an A American jail for 20 years 
after taking part in a shooting 


spree by Puerto Rican nation- 
alists in Congress, officials 
said yesterday. 

So far, the officials said, 
there is no indication as to 
how the administration will 
respond to the offer by Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. 

Castro’s offer was inter- 
preted as a deliberate effort to 
ingratiate himself with Puerto 
Rican nationalists, who are op- 
posed to continued U.S. pos- 
session of the island. 

Officials noted that it also 
comes at a time when there is 
growing sentiment among 
Latin American nations for 
lifting the diplomatic and eco- 
nomic sanctions imposed on 
Cuba by the Organization of 
American States in 1964 under 
pressure by the United States.
